Wood That Won't Hot 



Aeeoiding to the Chemical 
NiftUS, a wood which will never rot 
has been found in that of the .nan- 
grove. For four years a piece of man- 
grove wood have been lying in soak 
ing pits at Collonges, France, sur 
rounded with all the elements sus- 
ceptible of producing the decom- 
position and rotting of wood in a 
mininum of time, but they have 
not yet shown signs of alteration. 
The quality is due to the closeness 
of its grain and the largo quantity 
of tannin it contains. Mangrove 
wood resists twice as'mach bending 
strain as oak ; it is easily worked 
and is not brittle.

"About four miles east is Dix 
River. This runs about 14 miles 
where it joins the Kentucky Iliv 
Both rivers run through deep can- 
yons, wiiere they have cut their way 
through the limestone, so thai the 
rivers are bordered on lioth sid.-s by 
high steep cliffs, making very fine 

fiery. A power company is now 
building a dam near the mouth of 
Dix River that will be one of the 
highest in the United States, and 
which will foim a lake thirty miles 
liack from the dam.

of Washington and Oregon have ac- 
complished a feat, by the arrest of a 
deaf-mute swindler, who was prey- 
ing upon the sympathetic public 
of the cities along the Pacific Coast. 
The printing of tbe picture has 
brought several letters identifying 
him as tbe individual who swindled 
the deaf and the hearing alike, first 
under one name then under another. 
It has also established the fact 
that be is tbe notorious Eddie Sulli- 
van , who was supposed to be doing 
a term in the State Penitentiary in 
South Dakota. It is stated that he 
was arrested at Sioux Palls, South 
Dakota, through the agency of 
Charles H. Loucks and Edward P. 
Olsen, and convicted after he had 
been identified by Prank P. Gib- 
son of Prat Headquarters. 

He seems to have gone at once in- 
to bis old swindling ways immediate- 
ly after bis release from prison in 
South Dakota. Por we next find 
him collecting from the deaf in Al- 
berta, Canada. 

Before suspicion was aroused in 
one place, be would change bis base 
of operations. So we find him next 
in Seattle, Wash., but not before bis 
swindling of the Canadian deaf was 
made known editorially by the 
Journal. 

By the cooperation of certain deaf- 
mutes, including Dr. Hanson, he 
was brought before the court in 
Oregon. He had a woman with him 
on this trip, which caused his un- 
doing, for a sentence of several 
months was suspended by the Judge 
to (rive tbe Pederal authorities an 
opportunity to convict bim under the 
"White Slave Act," and he has 
been given four years at tbe Oregon 
stone pile. 

But it will be well for the deaf 
everywhere to be on tbe watch. 
He is likely to be released by tbe 
sympathetic authorities before bis 
term is completed, after tbe 
present excitement baa simmered 
down and been forgotten. 

In the East he is recognized as 
"Jackson," collecting for tbe deaf 
of Germany in Washington. In 
Altoona, Pa., he obtained nineteen 
dollars for a school in Moscow, 
where he said he had been a teacher 
for six years. In Aberdeen, South 
Dakota, he was working the public 
"to start a school for the deaf of 
Poland." As stated in the Al- 
toona Tribune, under tbe caption 
" Deaf Mutes Here Get Aid for Po- 
lish Waifs," the following para- 
graph was published in February, 
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Polish government allows him but 
three weeks in this country in which 
to obtain assistance for the needy in 
Poland. Of this time he has but 
one week more, and in that time 
hopes to secure a substantial addi- 
tion to tbe sum he has already col- 
lected, which amounts to $7,000. 

" Mr. Jackson, who has no under- 
standing of the English language, 
through an interpreter, stated that 
conditions among the deaf-mutes in 
Poland were appalling, and that re- 
lief for them was very urgently 
needed." 

There is no doubt that the person 
was one and the same Eddie Sullivan. 

A swindler whose operations cover- 
ed the entire country has been 
caught and caged. 

The lesson is, do not contribute 
to Funds presented by strangers, 
without making inquiries to find out 
their real character. 
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Thb ordination of Dr. Olaf Han- 
to the Episcopal ministry is 
for congratulation. He will 
be enabled to carry tbe comforts and 
teachings of religion to quite a large 
territory. He is specially fitted by 
both education and temperament for 
his holy office. We wish for him 
and predict for him a bountiful har- 
vest of success.

7th, contained tbe following article: 

" Mrs. Mary A. Dnvall came to 
Washington last week aDd register- 
ed at tbe Veudome Hotel, saying 
that she was from Boston. She said 
that she came here to seek a 
pension — for two of her sons, she 
said, were killed in tbe world war, 
and her husband wan slain in tbe 
Mexican war. 

" Monday night an alcohol stove 
in ber room tipped over and sbe was 
horned fatally while extinguishing 
the blaze that followed.

" Tuesday and Wednesday her 
body lay in tbe morgue at Emer- 
gency Hospital, awaiting Pottei's 
Field. Then some one KOt busy 
and learned of ber claims on tbe 
Oovernment. 

" Detective Sergeant Vermillion 
was assigned to investigate Mrs. 
Duvall's life in an effort to locate 
relatives. Up until this time there 
was no bint of Mary Duvall being 
other than what sbe appeared on 
tbe so r face. 

" But tbe detective found in ber 
belongings 500 " help tbe deaf and 
dumb" placards, and a plate on 
which they were printed. 

" Now the police believe that she 
was merely a fraud and a cheat, 
and that ber claim to Government 
help was somewhat dubious. " 

Tbe deaf witnesses declared that 
she was Rachel Nathan, deaf 
peddler of New York, and tbe plans 
to give the body a military burial 
was abandoned. But a letter from 
a friend proved she was a Gold 
Star Mother, and a Military funeral 
was given under the auspices of tbe 
American Legion Auxiliary. 

Tbe Police, later located tbe deaf 
woman, Rachel Nathan, in Rich- 
mond, Va. 

The following clipping Is taken 
from tbe Timet of March 6th, which 
will be of interest to tbe deaf 
readers : 

'"Life is funny,' Mrs. Calvin 
Coolidge said to a friend, 'You 
know, the first time I oame to the 
White House, I brought my class of 
deaf and dumb pupils. Tbeir 
affliction was a terrible handicap, 
and it took much longer to show 
them around. The delay annoyed 
the bead usher, sod he grew im- 
patient. 

" Finally, in exasperation, be 
invited us to tears. I realized of 
course, that we bad taken more 
than our share of time, and did not 
blame bim. 

" But, behold ! It was the very 
same usher who opened tbe door to 
us, March 4th, 1021, and bade us 
welcome I" 

The paper furt bet states: "What 
a training school for a President's 
wife— among deaf mutes I 

" How strangely appropriate 1 
It certainly has taught her patience 
— s patience that gets tested to the 
utmost time and time agaib. Per- 
haps tbe President himself often 



when spoken to, bow to use one's 
eyes in the place of one's ears — and, 
above all, bow to exercise patience 
and then mote patience. All 
women, wbo are thinking of marry- 
ing politicians should follow the 
example of Mrs. Coolidge and seek 
a close and prolonged association 
with tbe deaf and dumb."
